DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO.  671-1934. 


For  the  vacation  of  Catalpa  Street  from  the  north  right  of  way  line 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to  the  south  right  of  way  line  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad. 

Resolved  hy  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Port  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  vacate  that  portion  of  Catalpa 
Street  from  the  north  right  of  way  line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to 
the  south  right  of  way  line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  vacation  as  above  described 
now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  City. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by  f ■■ 
the  vacation  of  Catalpa  Street  is  identical  to  the  tract  of  land  above 
described.
